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What to Watch 
for in California 
in 2020 


As year three of adult-use sales 
gets underway, legitimate 
concerns for the industry 
remain. 


It can sometimes feel as though 
the cannabis industry is aging in dog 
years. 

Those who can remember all the 
way back to 2017 may recall that the 
entrance to the Bay Bridge was not, in 
fact, always lined with billboards for 
big corporate pot outfits like Eaze and 
Weedmaps. Believe it or not, in those 
days, most people had also yet to hear 
about the wonders of CBD — let alone 
the suggestion that it be consumed by 
means of an infused pumpkin spice 
latte. 

From the rapid-fire rise and fall of 
cannabis party buses to a hard-fought 
battle to get compassionate care do- 
nations tax-exempt, the changes have 
certainly been fast and furious. Still, 
somehow, 2020 will mark the begin- 
ning of only the third full year since 
recreational sales went into effect

across California. 

Well, that was supposed to be the 
plan. 

The vision for Proposition 64 was 
ostensibly to make adult sales legal 
throughout the state, but the reality is 
that less than 25 percent of California 
cities currently allow for legal sales 
— a position made possible by stipu- 
lations in Prop 64 which provide mu- 
nicipalities with the choice to limit or 
outright ban cannabis businesses from 
operating within their jurisdiction if 
they so desire. 

One element of the industry ex- 
empted from such bans? Delivery 
services, which have been stepping in 
to get product to those who reside in 
areas without physical dispensaries. 

In response, 24 cities (including 
Beverly Hills, Tracy, and Vacaville) 
teamed with Santa Cruz County to file 
a lawsuit against the 


California Bureau of ; —~ 


Cannabis Control (BCC) 
on April 4. Their collec- 
tive demand is that the 
courts overturn a rule 
that permits weed de- 
liveries throughout the 
state, even in cities that 
have otherwise banned 
the industry. 

Nearly a year later, a 
trial is currently sched- 
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uled to begin on April 20 (seriously). 

In November, California Attorney 
General Xavier Becerra separately filed 
a motion on the BCC’s behalf to join a 
lawsuit being brought by East of Eden 
Cannabis Co., a Salinas delivery service 
suing Santa Cruz County for banning 
deliveries from companies not licensed 
by the county itself. Given the sheer 
volume of cannabis consumers living 
in areas without a physical dispensary 
who would potentially be affected 
should local governments win the 
right to ban deliveries, the outcome of 
this litigation will be one of the biggest 
storylines to follow in 2020. 

In San Francisco, several notewor- 
thy dispensaries continue to move 
closer to finally opening their doors 
following lengthy permitting process- 
es. 

The city’s first dispensary to 
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open under San Francisco’s Social 
Equity Program is a few weeks old, but 
expect to hear a lot more about this 
pot shop located at 1685 Haight St. 
That’s because San Francisco native 
Shawn M. Richard, the first applicant 
to be approved to open a dispensary 
under the city’s equity program, has 
Bay Area musician Berner as his busi- 
ness partner. 

Thanks to the enormous popularity 
of Berner’s Cookies brand — a contin- 
ually expanding Bay Area enterprise 
that counts cannabis strains, dispen- 
saries, and a fashion line among its 
offerings — it’s likely this dispensary, 
located mere blocks from the Stanyan 
entrance to Golden Gate Park, will be 
looking to have a banner year right out 
of the gate. 

In Union Square, Alexis Bronson 
and his business partners 
will continue their fight 
to open a dispensary at 
152 Geary St. The issue 
stems from his Union 
Square neighbors, which 
include luxury retail 
chain Chanel, who are 
challenging Bronson’s 
proposal to turn the 

vacant storefront into 

a high-end dispensary. 
Though plans for the pot 
shop at 152 Geary have 
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been in motion since the start of 2018, 
Bronson will now need to wait for Feb. 
2 to argue his case before the San Fran- 
cisco Planning Commission. 

While the outcome of that case 
remains to be seen, equity applicant 
Joseph Hunt is fresh from a Planning 
Commission victory in December that 
will allow for his Mission District dis- 
pensary, Union Station, to move for- 
ward. Hunt has emphasized his focus 
on hiring local and his own past arrests 
as motivation for wanting to open a 
dispensary under the city’s social equi- 
ty program. 

One point of contention in getting 
his permit finalized stemmed over 
whether Union Station would be al- 
lowed to host an on-site consumption 
lounge. Apparently convinced that 
offering cannabis consumers a safe, 
legal place to enjoy their purchases was 
not a terrible idea, the Planning Com- 
mission — with the exception of Com- 
missioner Frank Fung — gave their 
approval for a consumption lounge in a 
Dec. 6 vote. 

As we settle into 2020, new sto- 
rylines and obstacles will assuredly 
emerge, but while we wait, the out- 
come of deliveries and the success of 
new dispensaries are two things to 
keep a close eye on. 
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Landowners 
have an 
Obligation 
to address 
‘blighted’ 
conditions 


This week’s question comes from Jim J. in 
the Excelsior, who asks: 


Q: “My neighbor died. She was such 
a nice lady. I miss her and I also miss 
how she used to care for her yard. Her 
son inherited the place, he was never 
any good to her and was always trouble 
growing up. He hasn't gotten any better 
with age. Since he moved in, he has 
been “collecting things” — mostly old 
cars but also tires, rims and other auto 
parts. He uses the garage to fix up old 
cars that he then sells. Most of the junk 
just stays there and rusts. It’s a scrap 
yard. Weeds are growing, and I have 
seen rats running in and out. It’s dis- 
gusting. What can I do about it?” 


A: Dear Jim, you have a right to ex- 


pect that your neighbor will keep their 
property reasonably clean. The condi- 
tions you referred to are commonly 
known as “blight,” and San Francisco 
has an ordinance — called the Commu- 
nity Preservation and Blight Reduction 
Act, contained within the Administra- 
tive Code — that codifies the responsi- 
bilities of a landowner to maintain 
their property. 


The Board of Supervisors deter- 
mined blighted properties are those 
that are in a condition of significant 
deterioration or disrepair, attract 
vagrants, gang members and other 
criminal elements as prime locations 
to conduct their illegal criminal activ- 
ities, cause general deterioration and 
instability and substantially endanger 
the health and safety of residents of 
the blighted properties and of the 
surrounding neighborhoods. The 
Department of Public Works is em- 
powered to issue notices of violation 
and take action to remedy blighted 
properties under the doctrine of 
nuisance. 


The presence of any accumulation 
of filth, garbage, decaying animal or 
vegetable matter, waste paper, hay, 
grass, straw, weeds, vegetation over- 
growth, litter, trash, cigarette or cigar 
butts, unsanitary debris, waste mate- 
rial, animal or human excrement is a 


nuisance prohibited under law. Like- 
wise, “overgrown, dead or decayed 
trees, weeds or other vegetation, rank 
growth, rubbish, junk, garbage, litter, 
debris, flyers or circulars” are recog- 
nized as a fire hazards and conditions 
that promote the spread of vermin. 


As to the “scrap yard,” the Admin- 
istrative Code specifically identifies 
any property that contains, in the 
outdoor area, any refrigerator, wash- 
ing machine, sink, stove, heater, 
boiler, tank or any other household 
equipment, machinery, furniture, or 
item, appliance or appliances as being 


blighted. 


Whenever the director of DPW 
determines that a property is blight- 
ed, he or she may require or take any 
necessary abatement or other en- 
forcement actions to cause the prop- 
erty blight to be abated. The director, 
or his or her appointee, can inspect 
the property and require the owner 
to pay for a property inspection fee 
of up to $250. DPW can also issue an 
abatement order requiring the land- 
owner to address the issues, as soon 
as possible, and no later than 15 days 
after notice of the violation, although 
they can apply for an extension. A 
person cited also can request a hear- 
ing challenging the citation in front 
of an administrative law judge. 


The DPW director can file a notice 
of abatement against the title of a 
delinquent property owner. If the 
owner fails to abate the nuisance, the 
director can order DPW to do so and 
then place a lien on the landowners’ 
property. A lien is a notice filed in the 
County Recorder’s Office against the 
title that indicates a debt is owed to 
The City for the costs associated with 
the abatement. Upon sale or transfer 
of the property, The City must be paid 
in order to secure clear title. 


Jim, I suggest you contact DPW 
either by dialing 311 or by going to 
the sf311.org website. Search “blight” 
and request that they come out and 
inspect the property. Hopefully, they 
will do so, serve a citation and cause 
the neighbor to abate the nuisance. 
In case DPW fails to take action, you, 
as an owner affected by the blight, 
can request an injunction in San 
Francisco Superior Court.

What Laws Will Change California in 


A glut of laws goes into effect in January, bringing massive changes for independent contractors and tenants in San Francisco and beyond.

The past year ushered in a new 
era for California, one where Governor 
Gavin Newsom seemed eager to boost 
progressive cred and distinguish himself 
from the predecessor he served under as 
lieutenant governor. 

Newsom signed nearly 900 laws by 
the end of the legislative session, one 
that brought bills covering housing 
(both targeting production and tenant 
protections), wildfires, and workplace 
security. Here are the laws of note: 


AB 5: Independent contractors 

As the face of the gig economy, Uber 
and Lyft appear to be the primary tar- 
gets of Assembly Bill 5, which clarifies 
the differences between employees and 
independent contractors. But the bill 
highlighted just how many other in- 
dustries rely on independent contrac- 
tors, from wineries to lawyers. 

Which workers reap the intended 
benefits of this depends on how much 
companies are willing to risk conse- 
quences, or can front a fee that pales in 
comparison to how much they save on 
benefits. While Uber insists nothing 
will change and is hedging its bets ona 





ballot measure to undo AB 5’s impacts, 
media companies (for example) are 
outright cutting or scaling back ties 
with California writers. The impact 

of the law depends on how much the 
state and local district attorneys en- 
force the law. 


AB 1482: Tenant protections 

San Francisco is ahead of much of 

the state when it comes to protecting 
tenants but still benefits from Assem- 
blymember David Chiu’s bill. Assembly 
Bill 1482 caps annual rent increases at 
5 percent plus inflation — about 2 to 

3 percent more than San Francisco’s 
cap — while establishing just cause 
evictions. Landlords of buildings at 
least 15 years old, though not sin- 
gle-family homes, soon won't be able 
to evict tenants without a “just cause” 
like nonpayment, breaches in the lease, 
and criminal activity. 

While San Francisco might be tied 
on rent control, local legislation put 
forward by Supervisor Matt Haney and 
passed in December extends just cause 
evictions to the remaining tenants. 
Still, a repeal of rent control restric- 
tions set by Costa-Hawkins remains 
politically dicey after voters and the 
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legislature crushed efforts in the past 
year. 
AB 1482 locks in rent control for 


San Franciscans in buildings older than 


1979 but leaves out the many tenants 
living in newer buildings. 


SB 167: Plan required for power 
shutoffs 
PG&E power shutoffs are done out of 
caution to reduce the risk of sparking 
more devastating wildfires that have 
killed so many and caused billions of 
dollars in damages. Planned power 
outages, usually done when high winds 
and dry conditions increase fire risk, 
have been more frequent and caused 
a backlash of anger surrounding the 
attendant school closures, economic 
losses, food waste, and medical com- 
plications. Senate Bill 167 goes beyond 
the previous requirement that inves- 
tor-owned utilities like PG&E provide 
advance notice to customers and emer- 
gency responders when possible. Now, 
the utilities must outline protocols for 
shutoffs in their annual wildfire miti- 
gation plans. 

This is paired with other laws sur- 
rounding the new reality of frequent 
fires to improve communication 


around shutoffs (SB 560), the ability 
for a third-party audit of a utility’s 
vegetation management (SB 247), and 
the establishment of a wildfire warning 
center (SB 209). 


SB 104: Public health care for un- 
documented immigrants 

With the Affordable Care Act under 
President Barack Obama came ex- 
panded health options — but not for 
undocumented immigrants. They’re 
largely ineligible for such services due 
to their immigration status, which 

SB 104 seeks to rectify. If low-income 
undocumented immigrants between 
ages 19 and 25 years old meet other 
requirements to receive Medi-Cal, their 
legal status won't be a barrier starting 
in July. 

This could have a ripple effect on 
San Francisco’s health care access 
program, Healthy SF. The program 
offers limited services within the city 
for low-income, uninsured residents 
yet roughly 13,000 people still use it. 
Immigration status isn’t tracked but 
Spanish speakers make up the vast 
majority of people enrolled and if more 
people enroll in Medi-Cal as a result of 
SB 104, some may come from Healthy 
SE.

AB 32: For-profit prisons 

The prison industrial complex is losing 
a big client in California. Under Assem- 
bly Bill 32, the state must phase out 
contracts with private, for-profit pris- 
ons — including immigrant detention 
facilities. Before the bill, the California 
Department of Corrections and Re- 
habilitation held contracts with GEO 
Group to run four prisons that hold up 
to 2,400 people but expire by 2023. 

In 2009, Calfornia struggled to 
grapple with an inmate cap imposed 
by federal judges but holds almost 
115,000 in state custody today, accord- 
ing to the Los Angeles Times. Former 


Gov. Jerry Brown vetoed a similar bill 
in 2017. 


SB 83: More paid family leave 

This law doesn’t take effect until July 
but extends paid family leave from six 
weeks to eight weeks. Workers who are 
new parents, either to children born or 
adopted within a year, or taking care of 
a family member with a serious illness 
will get a couple more weeks. 

Senate Bill 83 fits into a larger 
effort by Newsom and his wife, Jenni- 
fer Siebel Newsom, to accommodate 
California families. Earlier this year, 
Newsom unveiled a $213 billion state 
budget that included tax credits for 
families with children six or younger, 
expanded subsidized child care, and 
eliminated sales tax for diapers and 
menstrual products for five years. 


SB 188: Hair discrimination 
Workers who don’t have an immediate 
need for paid family leave but face stig- 
ma for their natural hair will also see 
a bump in protections, as will public 
school students. Create a Respectful 
and Open Workplace for Natural Hair 
(CROWN) Act bans discrimination 
on the basis of natural hair, which 
includes braids, afros, twists, and locs. 
Afros are already protected under the 
umbrella of race by the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act but dress codes may police 
other natural hairstyles, punishing or 
deterring black applicants or workers. 
“In a society in which hair has 
historically been one of many de- 
termining factors of a person’s race, 
and whether they were a second class 
citizen, hair today remains a proxy for 
race, SB 188’s legislative text reads. 
“Therefore, hair discrimination target- 
ing hairstyles associated with race is 
racial discrimination.”

Aspiring novelists, theater 
geeks, and general art enthusiasts — 
prepare for an amazing year ahead of 
you. 


A New Year in Writing for the 
Grotto, City Arts 

Robert Lovato believes it’s harder for 
writers to survive in San Francisco 
right now more than ever. 

“We are arguably one of the least 
hospitable cities for writing,’ Lovato, a 
member of the Writers Grotto, says. 

But writers are, if anything, resil- 
ient, and various groups have found 
ways to make the city their own. This 
year, the Writers Grotto, a 25-year-old 
local creative writing organization that 
hosts workshops and fellows, wants to 
increase its presence and influence in 
the Bay Area more than ever before. It 
will continue to host classes and work- 
shops intended to make writing more 
accessible to low-income writers, writ- 
ers of color, and emerging writers. It 
also has high hopes for new efforts like 
Rooted & Written, a writing workshop 
dedicated to writers of color, of which 
Lovato is on the teaching committee. 

Christopher Cook, another member 
of the Grotto, believes that the orga- 


nization’s current goal of achieving 
nonprofit status will also enable them 
to apply for more grants, and become 
“more of a community-serving orga- 
nization.” 

In 2020, the Writers Grotto also 
plans to publish a new installment to 
their Lit Starts book series, entitled 
Writing Memoir and Writing Sci-Fi 
& Fantasy. They'll also be launching 
online classes, some of which will be 
taught by Meghan Ward, Carla Walter, 
and Sarah Pollock. 

City Arts & Lectures also plans on 
bringing in a whole slate of acclaimed 
writers to the Sydney Goldstein The- 
ater, including Sally Rooney (Jan. 10), 
Carmen Maria Machado (Apr. 9), Jia 
Tolentino (May 7), Kaveh Akbar (May 
20), and Hanif Abdurragib (June 2). 


See In the Heights Live 

If you haven't had a chance to see In 
the Heights live, Bay Area Musicals will 
be putting on a production of their 
own right after its greatly anticipated 
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cinematic release. In the Heights is a 
lesser known, but equally incredible, 
Lin-Manuel Miranda original, set in 
New York’s Washington Heights neigh- 
borhood. Check it out at the Victoria 
Theatre on 16th Street from July 11 

to Aug. 9. 

Other plays to watch out for include 
Don't Eat the Mangoes, a story about 
three sisters in Puerto Rico reckoning 
with a hurricane and a flurry of se- 
crets (Magic Theatre, Feb. 26 to Mar. 
22); The Book of Mormon, the Tony 
Award-winning musical satire (Golden 
Gate Theatre, Mar. 31 - May 2); Real 
Women Have Curves, a story about 
women’s empowerment and the Latina 
immigrant experience (San Francisco 
Playhouse, Mar. 17 to Apr. 25); and 
Poor Yella Rednecks, part two of Qui 
Nguyen’s autobiographical trilogy, set 
in Arkansas after the aftermath of the 
fall of Saigon (A.C.T. Geary Theatre, 
June 4 to June 28). 


A New Food Hall by La Cocina

Photography Exhibits Across the 
City 

The Museum of African Diaspora is 
currently hosting Black Is Beautiful, 

an exhibit that consists of works by 
renowned New York photographer 
Kwame Brathwaite, who popularized 
the phrase “Black is beautiful,” and was 
an integral part of the second Harlem 
Renaissance. The exhibit closes Mar. 1. 

Opening on Jan. 23 at the Fraenkel 
Gallery is an exhibit dedicated to So- 
phie Calle’s work. The exhibit, Because, 
seeks to subvert a viewer’s expecta- 
tions of processing artwork: In front of 
each photograph is a felt curtain with 
text, encouraging people to read Calle’s 
writing before seeing the picture itself. 
This exhibit closes on Mar. 21, but 
following it is Optiks, a collection of 
Hiroshi Sugimoto’s polaroids that look 
at color through prisms. Optiks opens 
Mar. 26. 

Dawoud Bey: An American Project 
opens on Feb. 15 at the San Francisco 
Museum of Modern Art. Bey’s lens 
tends to focus on underrepresent- 
ed communities. In 2017, he was 
awarded the coveted MacArthur “Ge- 
nius Grant.” Many of his works are 
portraits, with the subjects looking 
head-on at the camera, and thus, the 
viewer. But Bey has also been working 
with landscapes, using color to evoke 
themes of race, history, and witness in 
Night Coming Tenderly, Black.

The year 2000 came with a certain 
amount of fascination and fear. 

It was a big round number, the big- 
gest and roundest in 1,000 years, and 
it reminded us that the future was just 
around the corner. The future is always 
right there, but something about ze- 
roes and calendars inflates some dates 
with more perceived importance. The 
year 2000 not only came with a big 
calendar shift, but a scary problem 
of our own making also related to a 
bunch of zeroes. Fortunately, enough 
people worked hard enough and long 
enough that the Y2K bug didn’t lead 
to a complete technological meltdown, 
and people were free to focus on stuff 
like Elian Gonzalez getting sent back 
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to Cuba and the Supreme Court voting 
5-4 along ideological lines to stop a 
full Florida recount in the presidential 
election. 

Twenty years later, people have 
more human-created problems to deal 
with and another momentous presi- 
dential election. Instead of short-sight- 
ed code, the world must contend with 
decades of environmental neglect and 
win-now thinking from a cavalcade of 
interests. Without progress in these 
areas, it’s unclear what would stop a 
slow, downward slide for everyone 
into decay and ruin. It’s not a hopeful 
thought to contemplate. 

But united action on these fronts 
could produce a great deal of happiness 
for everyone. It’s easy to read about 
U.N. reports about how the world has 
12 years to completely change its fuel

habits or else the apocalypse will hap- 
pen, compare this with your inability 
to get your coworker to stop micro- 
waving salmon in the breakroom, and 
throw up your hands and declare hu- 
manity hopelessly lost. But humanity 
has recovered from seemingly hopeless 
situations before (world wars, famine, 
plagues, a wide variety of awful geno- 
cides), so it’s reasonable to think peo- 
ple will be motivated to work together 
again. Humans have discovered vac- 
cines, gone to the moon, and invented 
air conditioning. 

Here are five areas San Francisco 
needs to make progress on in 2020 to 
set an example for cities and people 
elsewhere. 


Housing 
San Francisco continues its reign as 


the poster child for wealth and housing 
inequality. That will only stop if — wait 
for it — more housing units get built. 
That’s going to be tough with construc- 
tion costs through the roof. In a de- 
tailed breakdown of why building stuff 
here costs so much by the San Francisco 
Chronicle’s Roland Li, data and industry 
experts point to insufficient construc- 
tion workers and red tape as some of 
the key factors. Also, proposing pretty 
much any construction anywhere in 
the city is opposed by someone, often 
a lot of someones, often a lot of vocal 
and extremely stubborn someones. 

Despite the difficulty, more housing 
needs to happen. A report from the 
nonprofit planning organization SPUR 
projects 2.3 million more Bay Area 
residents by 2040 and 1.3 million new 
jobs. An October report from the city’s 
Budget and Legislative Analyst’s office 
suggests that housing production in 
San Francisco is way out of whack: not 
enough homes, especially not enough 
affordable homes. 

A ray of light could happen as early 
as this month, though. 

Senate Bill 50 would change zon- 
ing laws and clear the way for taller 
apartment buildings near transit. The 
bill, proposed by state Sen. Scott Wie- 
ner, got stymied last year by a senate 
committee, but could get voted on in 
January. San Francisco politicians past 
(Governor Gavin Newsom) and present 
(Mayor London Breed) have expressed 
support for the bill. 


Homelessness 
Finding new ways to help the homeless 
(beyond building more housing) is also 
key to San Francisco’s future. 

The board of supervisors passed 
a bill in December that would create 
more mental health resources for those 
who need it (even though the supervi- 
sors aren't sure how they'll pay for it). 


Climate change 

Last year, San Francisco created a 
broad outline of what it needs to do to 
achieve net zero emissions in a time- 
frame that would actually matter for 
the environment. It involves intimi- 
dating milestones like 80 percent of all 


trips in the city taking place by biking, 
walking, or public transit by 2030, and 
every single car and truck on the road 
being electric by 2040. There’s no time 
like the present. 


Pedestrian Safety 

San Francisco wants to stop having 
traffic-related deaths by 2024. Twenty 
seven people have died in traffic-re- 
lated instances this year according 

to the Dec. 5 Vision Zero monthly 
fatality report, a step backward for the 
program. Pedestrian advocates have 
made some progress: As of this month, 
personal vehicles will be banned from 
Market Street between Steuart and 
Gough streets. Supervisors have voiced 
support for more car-free areas in San 
Francisco. 


Empathy 
Getting through 2020, which promises 
to have one of the most divisive and 
bitterly fought presidential campaigns 
ever, will require a little extra under- 
standing for your fellow person to get 
through with any degree of sanity. 
That could be as basic as voting in the 
best interests of most people (even if 
it isn’t necessarily you) to taking ona 
little more professional risk on behalf 
of others. Some tech workers are al- 
ready doing this by making attempts to 
unionize their workplaces (or, failing 
that, trying more instances of collec- 
tive action). 

There were more recorded instances 
of collective action in the tech world 
in 2019 than in previous years. If 
2020 can continue that trend it could 
make San Francisco — the flagship of 
tech — a kinder, more hospitable place 
for everyone from the janitorial and 
cafeteria workers to the social media 
moderation contractors to software 
engineers. More collective action 
means better and more ethical working 
conditions, which means an overall 
improvement for everyone involved. 
But it all starts with thinking about 
others first.

tor Filipino Artists, ls a Fight Against

Bindlestiff Studio is more thana 
theater space for Oliver Saria, its manag- 
ing director. Bindlestiff, a SoMa-based 
Filipino-American performing arts 
space, is a fight against displacement. 

“We're grappling with the same 
question that a lot of arts organiza- 
tions in the city are asking,” Saria says. 
“In particular, how do we continue to 
be a community-based arts organiza- 
tion when our community no longer 
lives here?” 

The South of Market used to bea 
different world, according to Lorna 
Velasco, a former Bindlestiff artistic 
director. This was when you could pay 
$400 a month for a two-bedroom, 
when there used to be eight blocks of 
Filipino immigrants in the neighbor- 
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hood, and when Bindlestiff Studio was 
just getting its start as an experimen- 
tal blackbox theater, Velasco says. 

This was the 1980s and ’90s. “But 
because of the first dot com boom, a 
lot of families started to get evicted 
and kicked out of the spaces,” Velasco 
says. 

One of the big changes to SoMa’s 
landscape during that time was 
Bindlestiff. Chrystene Ells and Chris 
Brophy founded Bindlestiff in 1989. 
Ells was actually how Velasco found 
the space — she was brought over for 
an after-school theater program for at- 
risk youth, and went on to create her 
own one-woman show with Ells as a 
teenager in 1997. 

The show was called Babae, and it 
was the “First Filipino-centric show” 
the space ever hosted. 

“When I Googled ‘Filipino women,

a lot of information about mail order 
brides came up,” Velasco says. “And 

I thought, “We’re more than this.” 
Velasco’s show was a way for her to un- 
derstand her own identity in America. 
Babae centered around womanhood 
and resilience amid centuries of colo- 
nialism. 

“It attracted a lot of Filipino at- 
tendees, Filipino immigrants wanting 
to see a show about Filipino women,” 
Velasco says. It also marked a turn- 
ing point for Bindlestiff, which soon 
became a hub for Filipino American 
performing arts. Allan Manalo’s come- 
dy troupe Tongue in a Mood (wordplay 
on a Filipino phrase that “basically 
means ‘motherfuck you”) performed 
there later that year, selling out shows 
with some aid from some San Francis- 
co State professors who assigned the 
show as extra credit, Manalo says. 


The show was so successful that 
they ended up doing a Christmas ver- 
sion of it called “Merry Tsismis.” “We 
sold that one out weeks before it even 
started,” Manalo says. 

The following year, in 1998, Manalo 
was named director of Bindlestiff. “Ells 
gave me the keys and the checkbook,” 
Manalo says. 

But the success was short-lived. 

In 1999, Manalo says he got a letter 
from the San Francisco Redevelopment 
Agency that was planning on tearing 
down the building Bindlestiff was in 

— a “dilapidated two-story SRO called 
the Plaza Hotel” — to build affordable 
housing. Affordable housing is a very 
good thing, Manalo acknowledges. But 
it left Bindlestiff out of a home. 

“All of a sudden we were homeless. 
There were no plans about building 
out the space to build a theater space 
there,” Velasco says. “So of course, we 
fought back. Over the years we built 
a community, and we worked hard to 
create a permanent artistic space for 
ourselves.” 

What came next was approximately 
a decade’s worth of negotiations and 
construction for Bindlestiff to move 
back into the newly-built space, with 
financial support from the city. A 99- 
seat blackbox theater was carved out 
in the basement of the new apartment 
complex. 

“We were surprised — but we 
shouldn't have been surprised — that 
our community was willing to fight 
hand and hand for our space,” Velasco 
says. 

Bindlestiff moved back in their old 
space in 2011. In 2019, they celebrat- 
ed their 30th anniversary. There’s a 
whole slate of programming in 2020 
that builds upon Bindlestiff’s legacy: 

a revival of The FOB Show; the 20th 
anniversary of their workshop series, 
Stories High; Tagalog 2020, an annual 
show performed entirely in Tagalog, 
produced by Joyce Manalo; and more. 

Bindlestiff also hopes to launch 
a membership program that allows 
members to stream Bindlestiff perfor- 
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mances — for the international com- 
munity of Bindlestiff that has either 
been pushed out of SoMa, or isn’t able 
to see the performances live. 

“We recognize that having a space is 
more than a luxury, it’s a responsibili- 
ty,” Saria says. Saria believes that while 
Bindlestiff is an arts organization, it’s 
also cognizant of the broader issues 
working-class communities of color 
have to face. 

“A collection of nonprofits aren’t 
going to change those broader eco- 
nomic and demographic forces,” Saria 
says. But we’re doing our damnedest 
to try.”

Mural in the Mission Honors Amilcar Lopez 
Perez, Critiques Police Brutality

Lucia Gonzalez Ippolito wishes 
she could have included more people in 
the mural. 

The mural, Alto al Fuego en La Mison, 
is already huge, standing two stories 
tall. In fact, HOMEY, a youth empow- 
erment nonprofit that organized the 
mural, says that it’s the largest mural 
to be painted in the Latino Cultural 
Corridor in a decade. 

Alto al Fuego en La Mison has mul- 
tiple purposes: It’s a direct critique 
of police brutality toward black and 
Latinx people, and a way of honoring 
Amilcar Perez Lopez, a Guatemalan im- 
migrant who was killed by plainclothes 
officers of the San Francisco Police 
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Department on Feb. 26, 2015. 

Protests followed Perez Lopez’s 
death, and the officers involved — 
Craig Tiffe and Eric Reboli — weren't 
charged for the murder. The mural 
includes others killed by the SFPD: 
Mario Woods, Alex Nieto, Luis Gongo- 
ra Pat, and Jesus Adolfo Delgado. But 
artists say some critics of the mural 
wished that there were more people 
included. 

“Why didn’t you put in Jessica 
Williams?’ Or, ‘Why didn’t you put in 
this person?’ The truth of the matter is 
that we just didn’t have enough space,” 
Ippolito, who was one of the designers 
for the mural, says. “And I wish we 
could include a lot more.” 

“That was the hardest part,” Anna 
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Lisa Escobedo, one of the lead painters 
for the mural, tells SF Weekly. “From 
the community, a lot of people were 
saying, ‘We are missing this person, 
this person, this person.’ We could do 
five more murals and focus on people 
who had the same circumstances, and 
that is sad.” 

Alto al Fuego en La Mison started off 
as just a dedication to Perez Lopez. But 
then the designers decided to include 
more and more faces on candles. That’s 
when they started thinking of the mu- 
ral as one big altar. 

The finished product is filled with 
vibrant pinks and blues. The Guatema- 
lan landscape and the San Francisco 
cityscape fills the top of the wall. 
There's a portrait of Perez Lopez wear-

ing a San Francisco Giants hat, and a 
painting of his family. 

“It’s definitely a looker, it’s some- 
thing to look at,” Escobedo says. “Yes, 
it’s bright and colorful. But when you 
look at it, you're looking at an altar.” 

Other portraits include those of 
immigrants who have died on the 
Southern border: Roxana Hernandez, 
Claudia Patricia Gomez Gonzalez, and 
Oscar and Valeria Martinez. Hernan- 
dez died in ICE custody, Gomez was 
shot by a U.S. Customs and Border 
Patrol agent, and the Martinezes 
drowned trying to migrate to the Unit- 
ed States. 

“We really wanted to connect differ- 


ent kinds of law enforcement violence,” 


Dyana Delfin-Polk, associate director 
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of HOMEY, says in regards to the SFPD 
and “at the border specifically, and the 
treatment of immigrants as a commu- 
nity.” 

The mural is filled with candles and 
flowers — marigolds, calla lilies, roses. 
It’s positioned at the “gateway to the 
Latino Cultural District,” says Escobe- 
do. “They wanted something that en- 
compasses what our realities are.”

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Atter a Three-Year Hiatus, the Call 
Morrocan Restaurant Aziza ls Here

The story of Aziza almost fol- 
lows the classic hero’s journey: A call 
to adventure, challenges, a low point, 
transformation, and rebirth. 

Back in 1999, founder Mourad 
Lahlou poured everything he had 
into opening his restaurant, which he 
named after his mother. The hard work 
paid off: Aziza earned a Michelin star 
and was at the forefront of Califor- 
nian-Moroccan food, until 2016, when 
a two-month renovation turned into 
three years. 

The prolonged closure was unex- 
pected. A myriad of reasons — a falling 
out with his mother, increasingly cost- 
ly renovation requirements — made 
Lahlou’s aspirations to keep Aziza alive 
harder and harder to meet. 

But as Lahlou told Eater, there was 
“no fucking way” he wasn’t bringing 
Aziza back. 

And he finally accomplished it. 
After three years of uncertainty, Aziza 
re-opened in October 2019 with a 
brand new look and some beloved clas- 
sic menu items. The new Aziza interior 
feels cinematic. Dark wood arches 
hover over a glowing bar decorated 
with deep blue tiles. One room boasts 
lime-green backed seating and a dark 
palm leaf printed wallpaper. In the 
main room, wicker lights drop from 
the ceiling to softly illuminate the pale 
plaster, plum seats, and blue Moroccan 
tiling. This new visualization of Aziza 


was three years in the making. 

When you get to Aziza, start your 
dinner off by ordering the spreads and 
flatbread. Each round of flatbread is 
coated with visible grains of salt, and 
the spreads served with them — but- 
terbean merguez, piquillo-almond, and 
dill-lebni-roe — are, as my plus-one 
pointed out, dynamic with texture in a 
way many spreads are not. A favorite, 
the piquillo-almond, is almost paste- 
like in its sweet creamy thickness, 
serving up a comforting mealiness 
with a layer of pine nuts. That’s what’s 
so delightful about the food Aziza 
serves: Everything has multiple dimen- 
sions to it. It’s food you can sit with, 
and continue sitting with, and still be 
thinking about. 

That’s a standard you can hold to 
their cocktails as well. The High Atlas 
($12), I was warned, would be spicy, 
and it actually was. Not overwhelming- 
ly so, but the combination of Lunazul 
Reposado tequila and elderflower 
liqueur thrived with the Ancho Reyes 
chile liqueur. Basil Eau de Vie lent the 
Scarlet Fever ($13) a welcome com- 
plexity too. 

Aziza 2.0 brings back some classics, 
like the braised lamb shank, which 
rests on a bed of whole grain porridge 
and a sauce that pairs well with an ex- 
tra order of Aziza’s fluffy, hand-rolled 
couscous with aged butter. Layers of 
flaky phyllo dough enwrap the chick- 
en basteeya, studded through with 
chopped almonds. While a lot of atten- 


tion has been given to the larger plates 
on Aziza’s menu, the grilled quail, an 
item off the smaller plates section, 
deserves some spotlight too: Juicy and 
slightly gamey, the quail falls apart un- 
der your fork. 

The dessert menu at Aziza boasts a 
new, promising addition: a date cake 
with a thick, decadent butterscotch 
sauce. But the item that caught and 
held my attention was the cheapest 
and most simple thing on the menu: 

a whole pear, cut into small slices and 
arranged with toasted almonds and 
medjool dates on a blank plate. There’s 
nothing flashy about this dessert — it 
just looks like an abstract art piece, 
and the pears act as a pleasant palette 
cleanser after a big meal. 

The orange blossom panna cotta 
also operated similarly: another simple 
dessert, this dish used the honey’s 
aromatics to its advantage. It’s a good 
reminder that while Aziza may have 
had a rough history, its extraordinary 
menu and attention to the basics will 
always keep it as a favorite in San 
Francisco’s memory, and hopefully, in 
its future.

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Thai Nghiep 
Ky Mi Gia Will 
Change Your Life

One of the great pleasures of 
San Francisco’s culinary scene is the 
abundance of different Asian cuisines. 
The heartiest and homiest revelation for 
me has been that of Teochew food. The 
southeastern province of China shares 
influences from Shantou, Malaysia/Sin- 
gapore, Hong Kong, and Vietnam. Ona 
simple jaunt about the Sunset District, I 
stumbled into Thai Nghiep Ky Mi Gia, 
and I haven't been the same since. 

The restaurant is a tiny little hole 
in the wall that resides beneath a giant 
glowing yellow sign on Noriega Street 
between 21st and 22nd avenues. Once 
inside, everything changes. The smells 
of tangy fish sauce, pork, and braised 
fowl waft through the large dining 
room. In front of every guest is a big 
bowl of noodles, decorated with ground 


pork, shrimp cakes, dumplings, and offal. 
My mouth starts to water as I speculate 
over what to order first. 

The menu is long and the options vary 
slightly, but for the most part it’s soup. 
Egg noodles and rice noodles are nested 
into bowls while soups are poured over or 
served in a small bowl on the side. Each 
soup is loaded with either duck, beef, 
chicken, or seafood and slightly varies 
depending on the type of noodle. The 
#10 is a wonderful place to start, braised 
duck leg with wonton and a blend of egg 
noodles and Chinese flat rice noodles and 
broth on the side. The blend of noodles 
creates a wonderful texture of starchy 
breadiness with a clean springy texture 
from the rice noodles. The giant duck 
meat peels of the bone, adding deeper, 
meatier flavors to the whole mixture with 
every tear. Although the dish sounds like 
there is a lot going on, it is actually quite 
simple. The deep, rustic flavors are com- 
pliments of fresh cilantro and scallion, 
and the soup is almost sweet from cloves 
and star anise. 

The other dish worth traveling out 
here for is the #24 seafood combination. 
Shrimp, fish balls, squid, ground pork, 
and fish cakes are all piled atop that same 
blend of egg and flat rice noodles. The 
wonderful blend of oceanic textures will 
bounce around your mouth and wash 
down beautifully with some piping hot 
broth. Prepare to be hooked for »? P20

life. 

Similar to the vastly popular Hai Ky 
Mi Gia, another Chinese/Vietnamese 
restaurant in the Tenderloin, Thai Nghiep 
Ky Mi Gia is almost like the residential 
version. The menu is almost identical, but 
you come out here to avoid the crowds 
that come with the city. Thai Nghiep Ky 
Mi Gia feels like you're visiting a relative’s 
house, the service is sweet and the food 
is even better. Sometimes you need to 
travel for good home cooking and Thai 
Nghiep Ky Mi Gia is well worth the trip.

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Nora En Pure

Switzerland isn’t a country 
particularly renowned for its electronic 
music scene, but every now and again 
names such as EDX and Madwave offer 
some evidence that there is a club scene 
in the relatively small, landlocked coun- 
try. 

Nora En Pure is certainly another. 

The deep house artist was born 
Daniela Niederer in South Africa to a 
South African mother and Swiss fa- 
ther. They relocated to her dad’s home 
nation when Niederer was young for 
work reasons, though the family re- 
mains connected to South Africa and 
returns often. 

“That’s what all my childhood mem- 
ories consist of — the wilderness, the 
bush, and I’m super connected with it,” 
Niederer says. “There’s no other place 
I feel as much at home as in those 
wilderness areas where you don’t have 
cellphone reception, electricity, and 
you really connect with nature.” 

It was about a decade ago that 
Niederer started dabbling in electronic

music, initially as a hobby while she 
was studying. Prior to that, she was 
interested in indie and rock music, but 
soon fell in love with the creativity 
that electronic music offers. 

“The process, and how you can 
combine really organic elements like 
real instruments with electronic mu- 
sic,’ she says. “That’s what I initially 
fell in love with, just the energy that 
electronic music brings versus if you're 
in a band.” 

So Niederer developed the Nora En 
Pure project and, as is the contempo- 
rary way, put some tracks out there 
on the internet with few expectations. 
Wouldn’t you know it — people liked 
her tunes and word started to spread. 

“You know how it is — with the in- 
ternet, music spreads and three or four 
years later some music got picked up 
by some bigger players and the interest 
in the project grew,’ she says. “I then 
got into talks with my team back then 
— they said maybe I should consider 
touring and that was the first time I 
considered going out DJing. For me, it 
was always about the music and not re- 
ally about the aspect of being in front 


of people and performing.” 

She describes her sounds as organ- 
ic, melodic and nature-inspired, and it 
is that glorious dichotomy — technol- 
ogy and nature — that makes her so 
intriguing. She aims to create a feeling 
of wanderlust in her listeners — a 
desire to travel, spiritually if not phys- 
ically though preferably both. Weirdly 
though, it has yet to really catch on in 
her home country. 

“There’s quite a good scene [in 
Switzerland] for really underground 
music, which I don't really belong to,” 
she says. “It’s more underground than 
what I do. There are a couple of clubs 
which play random music and people 
go out to just party. But there are one 
or two clubs where a lot of actually 
German fellow DJs go and play. I al- 
ways figured I would fit in that too, 
but given the background of music and 
that there are so many great German 
DJs, I don’t know what the reason is 
but they prefer DJs from abroad than 
their own. I only play two or three 
times a year in Zurich.” 

To smooth that process along a 
little and help in the creation of a local 
scene, a number of Swiss DJs joined 
forces to create a group called the Hel- 
vetic Nerds. Alongside Niederer, other 
members include the aforementioned 
EDX, Sons of Maria, and more. 

“We are a group of people who 
started working together because Swit- 
zerland’s really small,” Niederer says. 
“It’s not known for great electronic 
music producers, DJs, or whatever. 
When I started, the people I was intro- 
duced to who had studios got me into 
this whole world. It’s different genres 
but we have a couple of different labels 
and we all work together somehow.” 

November 2019 saw the release of 
Homebound, the latest in a string of 
extended plays and the follow up to 
2018’s Polynesia. Niederer says that 
they’re all connected. 

“With my music, I always try to 
connect to the previous releases and go 
a step further,” she says. “You always 
want to keep evolving, go another 
step, and also keep a signature sound. 
Touch the people who like your pre- 
vious music. Homebound is one of my 
favorites now — before that, I thought 
the Polynesia EP was diverse and a step 
forward, because | always try to have a 
unique sound. Make the people listen-

ing forget about their daily stress and 
let their minds travel.” 

This week, Nora En Pure performs 
at 1015 Folsom, the latest of her fre- 
quent visits to this city. She’s here so 
often nowadays that she considers it 
her second home. 

“North America is still my biggest 
market and it has done a lot for me 
and my music,” she says. “So many 
great shows here and a loyal fanbase. 

I appreciate and love playing in the 
States. I’m never nervous in the States. 
Sometimes I go to other places and 
wonder what people expect, though 

it usually turns out to be good. The 
States is like home already, so I’m com- 
fortable.” 

Because of that comfort level, she’ll 
be showcasing plenty of new music in 
San Francisco. The vibe of this city, she 
says, works well with her own. 

“Tll probably play a lot of new stuff, 
especially when it’s a city I often re- 
turn to,” she says. “I always try to play 
stuff that people haven’t heard before, 
which is always a little risky because at 
times you can get new people that have 
never heard of you or that just know 
your most popular tracks from a few 
years ago. I still try to catch them with 
the newer sounds which hopefully they 
can relate to. But I always try to stay 
close to the Nora En Pure sound and 
not go too far off that.” 

Catch her while you can — Niederer 
is hoping to take a few breaks during 
2020 while she keeps healthy and 
works on new music. 

“It was just a lot these recent years 

and this year I also got sick and had to 
cancel shows which I hate to do,” she 
says. ‘Also to keep the motivation high 
and to keep myself healthy and sane, 
I do some longer travel breaks in be- 
tween. Stay home and work on music. 
Apart from that, a lot of new music.” 

New music is no bad thing.

The patriarchy ruins sex for everyone. 
Better communication can help 
overcome It.

I'm a 29-year-old gay man living in California. 
Why are most tops such assholes? I have had plenty 
of sexual partners ranging in age, ethnicity, and 
expressed sexual orientation. But what unites them 
allis a general callousness toward bottoms or even 
a delight in the knowledge that it is they who get to 
“use and abuse” bottoms. Is this a cultural artifact? I 
find the notion of putting someone else in pain for my 
pleasure so repulsive that I have yet to top anyone. 
I’m starting to think that pleasurable sex is for tops 
alone, and bottoms are supposed to just shut up and 
take whatever they can get out of it. Help me square 
the messaging that bottoms are not as valuable 
as tops and the nonchalance that accompanies the 
orgasm gap, especially in gay sex. 

Tell Me I’m Wrong 


“T feel for this guy, I really do,” said Ty 
Mitchell, a gay porn star and writer. “But where 
does he get off? No, really, where in his body? 
Because it doesn’t sound like he gets off on butt 
stuff, or even believes anal pleasure is real.” 

Mitchell, whose handle on Instagram is 
“probottom,’ definitely gets off on bottoming 
and other butt stuff, TMIW. “Getting penetrated 
feels great for me, way better than topping,” 
said Mitchell. “Much to my chagrin, most of the 
guys I wish would fuck me seem to feel this way, 
too. But the guys who do fuck me want to know 
they’re making me feel good. Even the ones who 
fuck me like I’m scum do it because I’ve asked 
them to, because sometimes that turns me on.” 

Mitchell suspects bottoming has been a 
consistently terrible experience for you because 
either being penetrated isn’t something that 
feels good for you or you aren't advocating for 
your own pleasure in the moment. “TMIW may 
need to communicate more with his partners 
about what does and doesn’t feel good for him,” 
said Mitchell. “And if he finds no pleasure in 
bottoming, he should stop bottoming and get off 
some other way.” 

As for what may be going on culturally, TMIW, 
Mitchell definitely had some thoughts. 

“A lot of men are bad at attending to their 
partners’ pleasure because we live in a fucked- 
up patriarchy” said Mitchell. “From childhood 
on, men are systematically taught that sex is a 
matter of instinct instead of intention, and that 
our dicks are magical wands that bring people 
satisfaction just by showing ’em off and sticking 
‘em in people who don't have one or aren’t using 
theirs. Gay men aren’t immune to these messages 
and even reward men who are loyal to straight- 
passing masculinity.” 

But we both want you to know there are good, 
attentive, compassionate gay men out there who 
can fuck the shit out of a guy while at the same 


time checking in to make sure the guy they’re 
fucking is enjoying the experience, too. The 
minute a guy says or does something that proves 
he isn’t one of those guys, TMIW, show him the 
door. Showing someone the door is one of the 
most effective ways we can advocate for our own 
pleasure; the sooner you show someone who 
doesn’t care about your pleasure out, the sooner 
you can show someone who does in. And Mitchell 
thinks a quick tweak to your search criteria will 
help you find yourself a good guy: “Flip on that 
‘vers top’ filter [on the hookup apps], and stick to 
guys who at least have some empathy toward the 
anal experience,’ said Mitchell.

Gay male here. Every so often, I call an old- 
fashioned phone-sex party line to get off with 
strangers. Usually the talk is pretty standard stuff 
about what we would be doing to each other if we 
were together. Sometimes I like to pop into the older/ 
younger room, and more than once I’ve found an older 
guy who likes connecting with younger guys (me). 
That's fine, but as this guy phone-fucks me, he starts 
slipping into some disturbing comments. Specifically, 
he'll go from talking about how much he likes fucking 
me—a consenting, over-18 male—to talking about 
how much he’s enjoying fucking underage girls in his 
own family. I have no control over who the system 
matches me with, and of course I can click out at 
will. I also have no way of knowing where this guy is 
calling from. But I’ve encountered him a few times. 
Do I have some kind of obligation here?
